The ordinaiire was tbCB aBMIldad 
and the previous three passagaa of 
the measure were thus rendered use- 
less, aa the ordlaaaca had to be pa w 
od all ovar agata. 

It was oaly a ahort Una after- 
wards that Mayor Telser, In read- 
iUK over the Two frn^i'liisi' ordinan- 
ces, disiovered that there was a su- 
perfliioiis word in the title of one of 
the ordinances. It was In tha ordi- 
nance proTidlas far tka aala «f a 
tlgkt aad power franchise. The board 
cif aldermen yeaterday gave Bnat 

passage lo the two ordinances for the 
sale of a street railway and a light 
and power ordinance, and the coun- 
cil having already passed them, they 
were handed to tka aiayor to alga. 

He fouad tbe railway ordlaaace 
all right but In the title of the light 
aad power ordinance, the superflu- 
ous word "heat" was found. The 
company already has a heat fraii- 
ebise and there was nothing in the 
body of tha ordlaaace raferring to 
kaat. bat Vayor Telaer decliaa^ to 
sign the fight and power ordSutaW 
until the word "heat" la' tha titio 
was eliminated. 

Tills morning the board of alder- 
men held another called meeting, 
and gave aecoad paaiage to the ggar- 
antlne ordlaaace. aa paiaadtid yea- 
terday aad flrat paimaga to tha Hdlit 
and power fraalAlaa oMtaaaoa, as 
changed today by taking "heaffrom 
the Mill' 

The board will meet again tomor- 
row morning to give second paaaaga 
to the light aad power traaahlsa or- 
dinaaoa. aad thea tha oottaeil, whleh 
has already paaaed it twice, will have 
to pass It twice again, with the word 
'beat" stricken out. 

Tbe lioard of aldermen came near 
killing the ()iiai'antine ordlnanca to- 
day. It seems that tbe bpard U op> 
poaad to a qaaraattaa a^dar iraanit 
eoadltloaa, aad had oaa.aNgafear' to- 
day agreed to vote agalaat tha ordl<i 
nance With the nihers, it would have 
been killed. He is opposed lo a quar- 
antine, but advised the members to 
go ahead and pass the ordlaanee and 
let the quaatloa of a qaaraattaa 
come up lafar. 

All this error and eonfuaioa ta 
the transaction nf public businega 
seems to t>e lUK alled for, and ia due 
entirely in carelessness on part of 
tbe solicitor in preparing ordiaaaeoa 
and tbe ladlBaraaaa of malphara of 
tbe boarda who aaldom liay aiur. at- 
tention to tka ordlaaacaa raad. aad 
when they do catch mlatakaa, It la 
usually by accident.
